Why should we fear or hesitate) 
We number ten million—a powerful armf In 
the arena of truth and Justice If the forces 
are well marshaled. It can be shown to the 
American people that they need the church 
for the preservation and complete develop- 
ment of their national character and social 
order. They must look to her to maintain 
for them In the consciences ot citizens the 
principles of natural equity and law without 
which a self governing people will oot exist. 
Speaking of the present age, he loved Its 
aspirations and resolves; Ita feats of valor, 
Its industries and discoveries. Be fair to the 
age. It h«s good as well as bad In It. We 
can make the age the relentless enemy of re- 
ligion or the devoted and grateful child of 
Christ's religion. 


Tho preacher bade Catholics to preach 


their truths to the age, and work to make 
good their assertions. Bid science put on 
brightest pinloua and covet widest flights 
beneath the spell of the religious wand. 
Whisper to Liberty that religion cherishes It 
and guards It alike from anarchy and despot- 
ism. 
Let Labor know that religion will ward 


off the oppression of capital, and teach Capi- 
tal that its rights are dependent upon Its ful- 
fillment of duties, and the age will rush to 
the arms ot the church and proclaim her Its 
teacher and queen. He wanted Catholics to 
be aggressive. There was a woful lack of 
Catholic public spirit. In the world's battles 
we seem not to know It and our public men 
are eager to doff all Catholic vesture. If we 
never venture we shall never gain. We 
should live In our age, know it, be in touch 
with It. Our work Is In the present, not In 
the past. We should be In the world, «nd of 
it, if we would have it's ear. 


Re warned against afavored aristocracy in 


the church, upon whom so much care Is lav- 
ished that none remains for others. The 
strength ol the church to-day is the people, 
who are held by their Intellect and heart, 
We have a dreadful lessou to learn from cer- 
tain European countries, In which from 
weight of tradition, the church clings to 
thrones and classes and loses her grasp upon 
the people. Let us not make this mistake.

'By chemical testa 
he found that the stains were those o 
blood. He described at length the man 
ner in which b,e made the tests, bu 
said that suoh tests could not detormin 
whether the blood was that of a human 
being or au'anlmal. The witness went on 
to say that he took three hairs from the 
bunch given him and let them remain 
on a piece ot soap so arranged as to have 
only one end on the soap. He left them 
there two weeks. That bleaohed them 
somewhat, and he placed other hairs in 
a strong solution ot dnall, which took 
out the color more rapidly. 


Judge Wing objected to the introduc- 


tion of this testimony as Improper and 
Illegal, as being in the nature of an ex- 
periment.

The witness was too technical 
for him, however, and the counsel 
floundered. The cross-examination was 
still in progress when a recess was 
taken. 


Dr. W. T. Belfield, a practicing phy- 


sician of twelve years, a mlcroscopist of 
fourteen years and a professor of pa- 
thology in the Chicago College of den- 
tal surgery, was examined at the after- 
noon session. His testimony strongly 
corroborated that given by Prof. Haynes. 
He said that the stained cotton, wood 
and hair were given to him by the police 
authorities. He made a personal micro- 
scopic examination of them and was 
convinced that the stains were blood 
from a human being, and that the hair, 
including that on the cake of soap found 
in the cottage was human hair. Ho 
also gave parts of the same specimens 
to Prof. Haynes, with instructions to 
chemically analyze them. 


In the cross-examination by Attorney 


Forrest, the witness said that only when 
in liquid form could science distinguish 
between human and brute blood. It was 
a half teaspoonful of liquid bloo4 found 
inside the specimen of cotton batting oa 
which the witness made his examina- 
tion. At the conclusion of Dr. Belfleld's 
examination court adjourned.

Prank is Convicted of Murder-Sen- 


tence Fixed at 25 Years. 


The Frank Wacaser murder ease which 


hHs been on trial in the Champaign circuit 
court at Urbana terminated Saturday 
evening by the jury agreeing upon a ver- 
dict of guilty, and flung the imprison- 
ment of the prisonerin the penitentiary at 
25 years. 
John Kline was killed with a 


pocket-knife in a field near Hammond in 
the edge of Monltrie county in May,1889. 
Frank Waeaser was the assailant, who 
pleaded self defense. He was indicted at 
Snllivan and had his first trial there be- 
fore Judge Vail and a jury. The jury 
failed to agree and the defendant was ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of 810,000, sev- 
eral Decatur parties, friends of 
the 


Wacaser family, becoming the bondsmen. 
A change of venue was taken to Cham- 
paign county, the second trial resulting 
in the conviction as stated. Judge Smith 
was on the bench, and the best of counsel 
was engaged on both sides in the case. 


A motion for a.new trial will be argued 


before the adjournment of court.
